In winter the escapes are 
covered with ice and snow and would provide a very hazardous means 
of exit from the building in case of fire, particularly when used by 
gmall children.

It ie recommended that, for maximum safety, two fire-proof 
stair case welle with fire-proof stairs should be constructed one 
at each end of the structure, in thepositions marked on the attached 
drawing. ‘The stair wells should be provided with landings at each 
floor level and with fire-proof doors having automatic escape 
mechaniem hardware, to give access to the stairs on each floor. The 
existing outside steel fire escapes could remain as they are to 
provide exit from the centre portion of the pbuilding.

We decided it was 
inadvisable to clear more than five or six acres, 
that being the area for the school building the 
barn and a small playground, the remainder ( to make 
up about 15 or 20 acres ) to be cleared when the 
snow is gone and the most desirable arable soil can 
be seen. 


Mr. J.H.Simmons, who intends tendering for 
the building, was with Mr. Freeman.

As instructed by you yesterday, I visited the Long property this 
afternoon with Dr. Ferguson, who kindly drove me out, and we went over 


the property together. 


This property has & good clear-water lake from which water can be 
had for drinking and utility purpo . The owner informs me that he has 
about 179 acres, of which about 55 res is cleared and @ considerable 
quantity is under cultivation. There is a good barn on the property, 
but the r dence and other buildings would not be of much use to us. 

It appears to us that the best site for the main school building would 
be on the top of the hill facing the rvail-road and south behind the barn. 
There would be a certain amount of rock excavation, but I do not think 
this would be an expensive proposition.

The Principal of the Cecelia Jeffrey School has 
handed me a letter he received from My .W.8.Carruthers 
Clerk of the Municipality of Jaffray & Melick. In this 
letter it states. "Mr. Henry Weiss , Chairman of the Roads 
informs me that the school are obstructing the road to the 
North of the school property and wishes to have the 
obstruction removed. e states the road was laid out by 
the sunicipality some few years ago and some $300 has beens 
spent. The propertics in the district carry a clause in 
the titles reserving 5# for roads, and this road was agreed 
on by the original owner. He would be obliged if you woula 


not obstruct it in future * 


I got in touch with Crewn Attorney Cooke, who 
acted for us in connection with the transfer of this 
property and whilst I was in the office he called up the 
previous owner, My.Long, who informed us the road was built 
about four years ago. The Council ed permission to put 
the road through as far as Sdam Wei 8 place and Mr. Long 
consentedm but the road was only put through part of the way 
te Henry Weiss's and therefore the agreement was not carried 


y out. There was no agreement made in writing which the 


Crown Attorney informs me is absolutely necessary and 
apparently not even a verbal agreement was fully carried out. 
Already more than 5% of this property has been taken up by 
roads, and there is a gate on this road which is not a 
public thoroughfare. Crown attorney informe me that the toad 
could be closed by us at any time as a road could easily be 
made on the property adjoining. I do not think, therefore, 
we should do anything further in this matter out I shall be 
glad to get your views. I do not think the Prinsipal has 
any objection to people using the road providing they keep 
the gate closed but the objection seems to be that we have 
built a piggery close to the road. In my opinion this does 


not do any harm.

Mr. Lyons went over the situation here and he agrees 
with me that the road is imprectical so far as farming 
operations are concerned. 

Furthermore Mr. Lyons went over theground with me 
and he finde that a rond coulda enetly be bullt to the rear 
of our property with o comparatively emall outlay.

The cedar posts on the property were placed there by the 
School when they purchased them for the fence and were removed 
and used as required by the school, they were not moved by Ryan. 


The thrashing was done at the old barn near Ryans house, 
and & small amount of feed and sheaves were left there, but mostly 
later used for feed *c. 


hen My Byers allowed Ryan to use the house, he informed him 

he could not use the house if he kept stock, so Ryan said he would lik 
to sell what he had. By did not wish to purchase, but as Ryan was 
up against it and also needed the money to defend himself in the 
hay case Byers paid him $200 for the stock, which Ryan first asked 
$250 for. The stock was in very poor shape, as they had run outside 
@ll winter and had practically no care, also Syers did not wish 
Ryans stock to run with the school stock as our herd was registered ts 
tested stock, and Ryans had not been tested for T.B. 

Mr Byers later told Ayans boy that if hie futher wanted to get the 
stock back, he could have it for wnat wae paid. 

Mr Byers also informed me that he allowed Ryan to keep twopigs as he 
said he wanted them for killing, but he still nac them, and it was 
Ryane pige tiet destroyed the sheaves in the barn and spoiit tne 

feed end vedding. 


Ryan has a small amount of wood about 10 cords piled near 
the house, but this could easily be moved if Ryan is removed. 


There is no building in which ice could be stored unless 
he has put it in the barn or outside under some old sawdust, and in 
any case it could only be @ small amount. 


Ryan and his boy got permission to cut wood on @ farm last 
winter and have been hauling this to town and selling it during the 
winter, this has been done in the boys name, ac Ryan has been 
receiving relief and fuel during the winter. 


Yost of the above information has been got from Mr Byers 
hut I believe it to be correct, and I would sugsest you write Ryan 
confirming Mr Byers letterm and asking him to vacate, if you think 
another letter is necessary, and if he does not remove from the 
premises by the date mentioned, 1 should be glad to receive defindte 
inetructions to take what action may be necessary to get possession 


Mr Byere inférme me he is afraid of what Ryan may do if 
ne is forcibly removed, and we would have to give the police 
inetructions to see he did not set fire to the buildings or do other 
damage, and if we do not remove him now, it will perhaps be more 
difficult later on. 


I will be away on treaty payments until the 16th June. 
but mail will be kept here for my return,

Provineial Police T. Wright of Kenora, informs me it 
is well knowythat Ryan is = Comuunist, but they wish to keep 
this infowmation confidential for their own purposes, although 
everyone knows it. 


Yr Dan MoLeod Manager of the Keewatin Lumber Company 
informed we a short time ago that his Company hed great 
difficulty in removing this man from their premises at Norman, 
a Village near Kenora. 


Some time ago Ryan asked Mr Byers the Principal of the 
School to purchase three care of hay, he had shipped down, Mr 
Byers 4id not want it and refused, however later, out of sympathy 
after a hard luck story, Mr Byers bought the hay and paid for 
same by cheque, later he received a sharp letter from people 
who claimed they owned the hay, that the hay was not paid for 
Mr Byers refused to pay again and does not know how the matter 
wae settled, Wut does not Lelieve Ryan paid any thing. 


Last fall Ryan borrowed Byers hay bailer took it out 


to another persone property, baile the hay, took it to Town and wold 


the hay, he was eventually brought up, and tried by Judge Dowler 
and given two yeare but the sentence was suspended, owing to his 
lerge family and hard luck story. Mr Byers had a great deal of 
trouble in getting his beiler back. 


Ur Byers has been using the old house on the school 
property for Indians when visiting the school, end also for 
ner pe working on the farm, but @ year ago last fall allowed 

| Ryan to use the house for the winter, and did not turn him out 


in the spring, and also allowed him to use @ small plot of ground 
under 4 acre , adjoining the house to plant vegitables, and also 
allowed him to use the house last winter. 


During the winter Mir Byers complained to me that Ryan 
was taking wood from the property, and thet he was afraid to say 
anything to him, and asked me to gee Ryan, he said he had no wish 
to remove him in the winter.

Ryan does not bear a very 
good reputation, and while the Principal of the Indian 
School is understood to be adverse to him continuing in the 
house, he ie somewhat indifferent: in the mtter of moving 
to re Ryan's eviction. The house is understood to be 
wanted for the use of an Indian couple. 


The matter, it appears, was taken before 
Judge Dowler, and September 15th was set as the time Limit 
for Ryan's removal. The Crown Attorney submitted an 
account for $28.60, which, according to the Minister's in- 
formant, the Department is not dispesed to pay.

reference to Mike Ryan and family, who have been occupying a 
house on property belonging to the Cecilia Jeffrey Indian 
Residential School. 


This matter was first brought to the attention of 
the Department in May, last, by M. J. Ryan, who wrote stating 
that he had been requested to vacate the house on the school 
property. The Indian Agent, Mr. Frank Edwards, Kenora, Ont., 
Was requested to report. His reply showed that permission to 
live in the house had been granted to Ryan by Mr. Byers, Prin- 
cipal of the Cecilia Jeffrey Indian Residential School. Mr. 
Edwards further stated that Mr. Byers had notified Ryan to 
vacate the house on June 15th. 


The Department then advised Mr. ent Edwarde that 
Mr. Byere had exceeded his authority in granting permission to 
Ryan to use the house on the school property and he was further 
informed that it was expected no such permission would be 
grented in future. 


Later, Mr. Edwards again wrote the Department, 
stating that Ryan had not yet vacated the house, and Mr. 
Edwards was instructed to apply to a Judge for a writ of ejec- 
tion and have him removed from the echool premises by process 
of law. No further report has been received from Mr. Edwards 
regarding the matter, but, early in August. Mr. H. P. Cook, K.C., 
forwarded an account for legal services. This account was 
returned to Mr. Agent Edwarde and he was informed that, as Mr. 
Byere exceeded his authority in the first place, in allowing 
Ryan to use the house, it was considered that Mr. Byers should 
settle Mr. Cook's account. 
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The information received by the Department from 
Mr. Edwards indicates that Ryan is a troublesome character 
and he should be removed from the property as soon as possible.

A short time ago Councellor Albert Kent of the Islington Sand, 
informed me that he was going to start and build a house on the property 
of the Gecilia Jeffrey Indian Residential School, I asked him if he had 
seen the Principal, and he said the Principal had given him permission - 

I latersaw the “rincipal and informed him it was not advisable to allow 
any buildings to be erected on the school property without permission 
from the Department, and called to his attention the trouble we had before 
in evicting a man he had allowed to live in one of their houses. 

I have now received a letter from the ‘rineipal in which he 


states;/ “Anumber of Indians have approached me with a view of obtaining 
“permission to erect a log house on the school property in which they 

“might stay when they vieit their children. There is a location well 
“semoved from the school, and not in view from the schoolsite which would 
"he verv suitable for their building. It ie a Focky elope and cannot be 
“used for forming pugpammseoperations. A building would be « great convenience 
"+n the Indians and it would overcome the nuisance of being compelled at 
"+1mes to keep them in the school overnight, which is not advisable from 

"a sani*ery atendpoint. There is an Indian house situated near the Vatholic 
“school but it is four miles from here and ie often filled when the Indians 
“waach it, It also means the expense of a taki to go back and forth. They 
“are willing to do the labour among themselves and are anxious to commence 
“ork on it I hope you will succeed in obtaining authority from your 
“Department for the erection of the aforesaid buildings." 
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I discussed the matter with inspector tamilton today, and he 
agreos with mo it would not be advigable to erect an Indian house on the 
ectrol property. I may state we have not allowed one to be erected at 
McIntosh or Sioux Lookout. Most Principals do not wish the Indians to stay 
so clone to the school, it would probably be hard to keep them away.

Dear Mr. McKinnon, - 


I am writing you concerning a plece of 
land which lies alongside our property and which 1s a part of the 
property belonging to the Cecelia Jaffray Indian School. As 
you know, our property lies in a narrow strip between a large 
mass of rock on the north and the old C.P.R. right-of-way on the 
south, Most of this is stony and does not even make good pasture 
land. 


The piece of land which I would like to 
procure lies in a strip between our property and the mass of rock 
and varies in depth from about 20 ft. to about 300 ft. It is 
mostly bush but there is one fiehd of approximately 3/4 acre. 
This land is not being used, and has not been used, by the Indian 
School as it is so far from the Residence, As I mentioned above, 
most of the land is in bush and it is really in this portion 
that I am most interested. 


As you may know Mr. McKinnon, I had to 
drop my plans to go through Manitoba Medical College, due to a 
permanent though somewhat eratic illness, My physician advised 
me to take up mink raising or some such occupation for a 
livelihood. I have chosen the mink ranching, but there is no 
suitable place on my father's Land to raise them, due to a complete 
lack of the shelter which they require. The bush land of the 
Indian School property would form an ideal location for the mink 
enclosure. If I do not obtain this property, I shall have to 
move further out beyond the reach of electricity, thus preventing 
me from enjoying the convenience of electricity in my future home, 
or on the ranch, 
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I understand our neighbour, Mr. John Gould, 
is negotiating with Mr. Pitts, the Principal of the Indian School, 
for tne purchase or lease of this land, As investigation will show, 
Mr. Gould already owns over 200 acres of the finest farm land in 
this district. We have less than 3 acres of arable land.

The agent, in his letter of October 4, 
stated that this man had been married to two women, both of 
whom helenged to the Roman Catholic Church, and that the 
mother of Victoria had attended the Kenora R. C. school. 
He stated, further, that the mother died in 1944 and that 
the father merried (Indian feshion) another woman, who had 
also attended the McIntosh R. C. Indian residential school. 
It is noted tat Bernard Napish, half brother to Victoria 
Pitchene on of the same mother but a different father, 
at present # pupil et the Catholic school at Kenora. 
had nothing on file to indicate, nor have we yet, that 
Harry Pitchenese was ere married to his first wife 
Harry to the mother of Victoria. If he was not legally 
married, the girl, under a ruling given by the law o: ficers 
of the brown, would be a Roman Catholic - the same religion 
as her mother - and wovld consequently be eligible for 
enrolment at the Kenora R. C. residential school. 


A great deal of the difficulty we have exper- 
denced here and a great deal of the a ance created locally 
might have been avoided if this girl's c aims for admission 
to the school had been carefully reviewed before she entered 
the institution, We are today communicating with the Indian 
agent, asking him to secure information, if he can, with 

te te the marriage of Harry Pitchenese. If this Indian 
legally married prior to the birth of Victoria, the girl 
asestre for admission to the Cecilia Jeffrey school, and 
the principel of the school will be notified to this effect.

In response to your request, I am submitting 
herewith information secured from the departmental files 
in respect to the eligibility of the above noted student 
aay agreamens at the Cecilia Jeffrey Indian residential 
school. 


The recular admission form, signed by the 
father of Victoria Pitchenese, is dated September °, 1929. 
This admission form is signed by James Gardner as witness 
and by the medical officer, Dr. A. D. Ferguson. It is not 
signed, however, by the Indian agent, who invariably signs 


such forms before sending them forward to the Department, 


unless there is some dispute in respect to the religious 
status of the child or some dispute in respect to its 

ra cial status. On the admission form the religion of the 
father is given as "None, father was Indian belief, mother 
Roman Catholic, father attended Cecilia Jeffrey school", 


Attached to this particular application form 

is an affidavit signed by Harry Pitchenese, declaring that 
his religion is Protestant and expressing a desire to have 
his child educated at the Cecilia Jeffrey school. You will 
note, however, that this affidavit was not made out until 
September 29, whereas the admission form was dated sepveates 
2, 1939. This application reached the Department with a 
number of other somewhat similar application forms and all 
were carefully and sympathetically reviewed by the depart- 
mental officials. The admission of eight pupils, whose 
application forms for admission had been sent forward, was 
grexeved by the Department in a letter to the Indian agent 
dated October 135, 1939. It was pointed out, however, that 
certain pupils should not have been enrolled by the principal 
of the school until additional facts in respect to their 

rentage and general history had been submitted to the 

artment for consideration, Two of these were declared 
ineligible under the new ruling, which renders half-breed 
children ineligible for enrolment at Indian residential 
schools. In the case of Victoria Pitchenese, it was noted 
that her application form had not been si ned by the Indian 
eens and was to that extent irregular and that this pupil 
should not have been enrolled until her case nad been more 
fully investigated by the Department. You can readily 
appreciate how difficult it would be for the 

nister residential schools if pupils were enrolled 

indiscriminately and the Soprore. of the Department sought 
after the pupils were established in the school. 


It would appear that when the Indian agent 
sought information from the father of Victoria Pitchenese, 
the father declared that he was not a Protestant but was of 


aboriginal -

Yor the reasoniwhich I have just stated 1 telephoned 
to your Agent, Mr. Swartman, at Sioux Lookout, in the 
hope that arrangements could be made to have this boy 
placed in an Indien School. Mr, Swartman informed me

Through experience of sever®l years, it hae been found 
advisable to allow the children to leave for te Solidays from 

both shoools on the same day. ‘To that end, therefore, Father Comeau 

and £, im complete asreement, @o-operate in arramging some time ahead thet 
our day will coincide. This year thet practice had been carried out. 


The reason for working toeether is that severel families 
or relatives or friende are intermingled in both schools. The parents 
sometimes send one family or hire ® boat aor truck to pick up the 
children from both schools sat once. It is very unfortunate if another 
trip is necessary from e@ distance of 50 to 70 niles .=—=ectEeery, 
because one school is not ready. At the seme time, we have found that if
